A total of 78 high school seniors,

Dean To Discuss 
‘You And The Draft’ 

“You and The Draft” is the 
theme of the speech to be deliv¬ 
ered by Dean Potter to the High 
School senior boys visiting TJC on 
Career Day. 

The speech will outline the 
main problems facing the draft- 
eligible youth of today in relation 
to his decision of whether to go to 
college. 

Dean Potter stated that the mili¬ 
tary leaders of our country realize 
that college-educated man power 
is America’s greatest advantage 
over any potential enemy and that 
it is for the student’s benefit as 
well as the country’s that he 
should attend college. 

All questions concerning benefits 
of going to college and what will 
be expected of the students in or¬ 
der to be in the proper class aver¬ 
age will be thoroughly explained. 

Dean Potter will also discuss in 
full the Selective Service College 
Qualification Test such as when a 
student may take it and why he 
must take it. 

After the main topics of the 
speech have been covered, Mr. 
Potter plans to conduct a question 
and answer discussion period of 
the meeting. 


Consultant from the University of 
Texas, will be the principal speak¬ 
er. Dr. Colvert spoke on the same 
occasion last year. 

As a member of the National 
Education Association, Texas State 
Teachers Association, and Phi Beta 
Kappa, Dr. Colvert’s research in¬ 
terest is in the field of Junior Col¬ 
lege Administration. 

He has published numerous ar¬ 
ticles on junior colleges and has 
written a book, The Public Junior 
College Curriculum. 

Morning and afternoon confer¬ 
ence sessions will be under the su¬ 
pervision of TJC faculty chairmen 
and professional or business con¬ 
sultants within the career area. 
Individual conferences may be ar¬ 
ranged in the afternoon. 

The free chicken dinner for all 
visiting students, TJC students, 


visiting faculty, TJC faculty, con¬ 
sultants, program participants and 
others will be given through the 
courtesy of friends and alumni of 
TJC.

Swanson Essay Contest 
Open To TJC Students 


The Swanson Essay Contest is 
again open to all TJC students, 
with $100 to be awarded in prizes. 

F. G. Swanson, a resident of Ty¬ 
ler and former state representa¬ 
tive, is sponsor of the contest. The 
purpose of the contest is to direct 
attention to the duties, obligations, 
and responsibilities of citizenship 
and democratic government. 

Last year the contest was won 
by William “Bill” Morgan. 

These are the rules for the con¬ 
test: 

(1) The essay must be from 100 
to 1500 words in length. 

(3) The subject must Involve 
research into some present prob¬ 
lem in practical phases of social 
science. 

(4) The essays are to be anony¬ 
mous. The judges are not to know 
the authors until after the win¬ 
ners are decided upon. 

(5) The essays are to be written 
at school on April 31, 1953. Stu¬ 
dents may use notes or outlines 
prepax'ed in advance, but actual 
writing must be done at school. 

(6) Entrants must be taking at 
least three college subjects. 

(7) The judges will apportion 
the prizes at their discretion. 

(8) If an essay is of high quality 
according to the judgment of an 
English or social studies teacher, 
exemption from final examination 
will be allowed in the course in 
which the paper is submitted for 
credit. 

Instructor’s Father

They are seen often on the football field, in parades, on the stage 
and at all types of conventions, meetings and social functions. Girls are selected after rou¬ 
tine try-outs that begin in the summer before each fall term. The equally famous Apache 
Band accompanies the Belles on almost every trip.

TJC’s Internationally famous

The Belles clad in traditional 
black-trimmed gold and white 
blouses and fringed shorts, white 
boots and white western hats will 
step lively to the swing tunes of 
“Muskat Ramble” and “Shine”.

Another section of the program 
will feature the voices of the en¬ 
tire group singing “Castle on the 
Nile” and “Blue Moon.”

In the past two years, the Belles 
have also been to California, Col¬ 
orado and dozens of places in 
Texas. Last year the Apache 
Belles accompanied by the Apache 
Band, climbed aboard three Trail¬ 


way busses and made the two-day 
journey to Pasadena, Calif., for 
the Junior Rose Bowl Game. The 
TJC football team came out on 
the small end of the score but the 
Belles marked up top achieve¬ 
ments at the half-time perform¬ 
ance.
